If you buy stocks or bonds, and 
these prove worthless, who is to 
blame? Under the old go-as-you- 
please arrangements, the buyer 
had to take chances. But under 
new rules established by Congress 
and arranged in detail by the fed- 
eral trade commission, full in- 
formation must be given to pros- 
pective buyers. 

Buying such securities wil! still 
be risky business, unless people 
study such information, and form 
correct judgments as to what such 
bonds and stocks are worth. 

Note the earnings of a company 
from operation, and see if they 
are more than sufficient to pay in- 
terest on all debts. Many people 
do not care for a security, unless 
the earnings are twice the-amount 
of debt interest. Note when debts 


~@ome due, and if that date ig soon, 


ask if the company will be able 
to pay them off or have them re- 
newed. And see if the cash assets 
are sufficient to pay all liabilities 
that come due soon. If you under- 
stand those figures, your chances
